Centre Hill Mansion 


Centre Hill Court 
(parking at Adams and Tabb) 


Those with a taste for elegance will enjoy visiting Centre 
Hill Mansion—after all, Presidents Tyler, Lincoln and Taft did. 
Today the 1823 Federal mansion is newly restored, and its glit- 
tering chandeliers, fine mantles and detailed carvings memorial- 
ize the elegance that was Petersburg. 

Extensive remodelings in the 1840's and in 1901 make 
the mansion a splendid example of architectural evolution that 
parallels the Victorian era. As a result, the Virginia chapter of 
the Victorian Society in America makes its headquarters in 


Centre Hill. 


The mansion is hinthet with authentic snhacs os the 
period, many of which were actually purchased for Centre Hill 
in the 19th century. One highlight is the 1886 Knabe Art Grand 
piano in the front parlor. This one-of-a-kind instrument is out- 
standing for the elaborate detail of its woodwork, which features 
holly wood inlaid on rosewood around its nine-foot-long case. 


Hand Crafted Tokens

CENTRE HILL MANSION—Entrance from 
Franklin Street and Adams Street. This magnifi- 
cent house, completed in 1823, was the home 
of Robert Bolling, great grandson of the emi- 
grant, Robert Bolling. Constructed of oversize 
brick in Flemish bond, the building is located on 
a circular lawn planted with many fine specimen 
trees. The interior of Center Hill Mansion, which 
has more than 25 rooms, reflects architectural 
details of three distinct periods. The recessed 
wainscoting on the first floor survives from the 
1823 construction of the house. Fireplaces, 
molding and additional woodwork were added 
during the Greek Revival remodeling which took 
place around 1850. The 20th century Colonial 
Revival remodeling dominates the second floor 
with Adam type fireplaces and the use of fan 
lights over the doors. An elaborate Colonial 
Revival staircase was installed in 1901 in the 
entrance hall. In 1937, Edgar S. Bowling of 
Bronxville, N. Y., presented the house to the 
National Park Service as a tribute to his wife, 
Miss Joe Claiborne McIlwaine of Petersburg. 
In October, 1952, the United States Government 
deeded it to the Petersburg Museum Corpora- 
tion and in 1972 this group conveyed the prop- 
erty to the city of Petersburg with the_stipula- 
tion that it would always’ be maintained as a 
museum. The mansion has been restored and 
will be maintained as an ante bellum home ex- 
emplifying the style of life at that period. The 
Garden Club of Virginia restored the grounds 
at Centre Hill with the proceeds from Historic 
Garden Week. Open Monday through Saturday, 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; Sunday, 1 to 5 p.m. 
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
